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AN ACT concerning el ections.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Election Code is anended by changing

Section 16-3 as foll ows:

(10 ILCS 5/16-3) (from Ch. 46, par. 16-3)

Sec. 16-3. The nanes of all candidates to be voted for
in each election district or precinct shall be printed on one
bal | ot, except as is provided in Sections 16-6.1 and 21-1.01
of this Act and except as otherwi se provided in this Act with
respect to the odd year regular elections and the energency
referenda; all nomnations of any political party being
pl aced under the party appellation or title of such party as
designated in the certificates of nomnation or petitions.
The nanes of all independent candi dates shall be printed upon
t he ballot in a colum or colums wunder the heading
"I ndependent" arranged under the nanes or titles of the
respective offices for which such independent candi dates
shal | have been nom nated and so far as practicable, the nanme
or nanes of any independent candi date or candidates for any
office shall be printed upon the ballot opposite the nane or
names of any candidate or candidates for the sanme office
contained in any party colum or colums upon said ballot.
The ball ot shall contain no other nanmes, except that in cases
of electors for President and Vice-President of the United
States, the nanmes of the candidates for President and
Vice-President may be added to the party designation and
words calculated to aid the voter in his choice of candi dates
may be added, such as "Vote for one," "Vote for three."

On a general election ballot containing the nanes of

candi dates or electors for President of the United States, a
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phot ograph certified by the State Board of El ections of each

presidential candidate shall appear imediately to the right

of his or her nane or, if his or her nane does not appear on

the ballot, imediately to the right of the appropriate

electors' party designation. The State Board of El ections by

rule shall provide for (i) the uniformty of size, color, and

content of the photoqgraphs; (ii) the tinme and nmanner of

subm tting photographs to the Board; and (iii) the tine for

certification of photographs by the Board.

When an el ectronic voting systemis used which utilizes a
bal | ot | abel booklet, the candidates and questions shal
appear on the pages of such booklet in the order provided by
this Code; and, in any case where candidates for an office
appear on a page which does not contain the nane of any
candi date for another office, and where | ess than 50% of the
page is utilized, the nanme of no candidate shall be printed
on the | owest 25% of such page. On the back or outside of the
ball ot, so as to appear when folded, shall be printed the
words "Official Ballot", followed by the designation of the
polling place for which the ballot is prepared, the date of
the election and a facsimle of the signature of the election
authority who has caused the ballots to be printed. The
ballots shall be of plain white paper, through which the
printing or witing cannot be read. However, ballots for use
at the nonpartisan and consolidated el ections may be printed
on different color paper, except blue paper, whenever
necessary or desirable to facilitate distinguishing between
ballots for different political subdivisions. In the case of
nonparti san el ections for of ficers of a political
subdi vision, unless the statute or an ordinance adopted
pursuant to Article VII of the Constitution providing the
formof government therefor requires otherwi se, the colum
listing such nonpartisan candi dates shall be printed with no

appellation or circle at its head. The party appellation or
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title, or the word "independent" at the head of any colum
provi ded for independent candidates, shall be printed in
capital letters not | ess than one-fourth of an inch in height
and a circle one-half inch in dianeter shall be printed at
t he beginning of the line in which such appellation or title
is printed, provided, however, that no such circle shall be
printed at the head of any colum or colums provided for
such i ndependent candi dates. The nanmes of candi dates shall be
printed in capital letters not |ess than one-eighth nor nore
than one-fourth of an inch in height, and at the begi nning of
each line in which a nane of a candidate is printed a square
shall be printed, the sides of which shall be not |ess than
one-fourth of an inch in length. However, the nanes of the
candidates for CGovernor and Lieutenant Governor on the sane
ticket shall be printed within a bracket and a single square
shall be printed in front of the bracket. The list of
candi dates of the several parties and any such list of
i ndependent candi dates shall be placed in separate colums on
the ballot in such order as the election authorities charged
with the printing of the ballots shall decide; provided, that
the names of the candi dates of the several political parties,
certified by the State Board of Elections to the several
county clerks shall be printed by the county clerk of the
proper county on the official ballot in the order certified
by the State Board of Elections. Any county clerk refusing,
negl ecting or failing to print on the official ballot the
names of candidates of the several political parties in the
order certified by the State Board of Elections and any

phot ographs certified by the State Board of El ections, and

any county clerk who prints or causes to be printed upon the

official ballot the nane or photograph of a candidate, for an

office to be filled by the Electors of the entire State,

whose nanme or phot ograph has not been duly certified to him

upon a certificate signed by the State Board of Elections
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shall be guilty of a Cass C m sdeneanor.

When an el ectronic voting systemis used which utilizes a
ball ot card, on the inside flap of each ballot card envel ope
there shall be printed a formfor wite-in voting which shal
be substantially as foll ows:

Dupl i cate form bel ow by hand for additional wite-in votes.)

When an el ectronic voting systemis wused which uses a
ball ot sheet, the instructions to voters on the ballot sheet
shall refer the voter to the card of instructions for
specific information on wite-in voting. Bel ow each office
appeari ng on such ballot sheet there shall be a provision for
the casting of a wite-in vote.

When such electronic system is wused, there shall Dbe
printed on the back of each ballot card, each ballot card
envel ope, and the first page of the ballot |abel when a
ballot Ilabel is used, the words "Oficial Ballot," foll owed
by the nunber of t he preci nct or ot her preci nct
identification, which may be stanped, in lieu thereof and, as
applicable, the nunber and nanme of the township, ward or
other election district for which the ballot card, ballot
card envel ope, and ballot |abel are prepared, the date of the
election and a facsimle of the signature of the election
authority who has caused the ballots to be printed. The back
of the ballot card shall also include a nethod of identifying
the ball ot configuration such as a listing of the political
subdivisions and districts for which votes nmay be cast on
that ballot, or a nunber code identifying the bal | ot

configuration or color coded ballots, except that where there
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is only one ballot configuration in a precinct, the precinct
identification, and any applicable ward identification, shal
be sufficient. Ballot card envelopes wused in punch card
systens shall be of paper through which no witing or punches
may be di scerned and shall be of sufficient length to encl ose
all voting positions. However, the election authority may
provi de ball ot card envel opes on which no precinct nunber or
township, ward or other election district designation, or
el ection date are preprinted, if space and a preprinted form
are provided below the space provided for the nanes of
write-in candi dates where such information may be entered by
the judges of election. Whenever an election authority
utilizes ballot card envel opes on which the election date and
precinct is not preprinted, a judge of election shall mark
such information for the particular precinct and el ection on
the envelope in ink before tallying and counting any wite-in
vote witten thereon. If some nethod of insuring ballot
secrecy other than an envel ope is used, such information nust
be provided on the ballot itself.

In the designation of the nane of a candidate on the
ball ot, the candidate's given nane or nanes, initial or
initials, a nicknane by which the candidate is commonly
known, or a conbination thereof, may be used in addition to
t he candi date's surnane. No ot her designation such as atitle
or degree or nicknane suggesting or inplying possession of a
title, degree or professional status, or simlar information
may be wused in connection wth the candidate's surnane,
except that the title "Ms." may be used in the case of a
marri ed woman.

Where voting mnmachines or electronic voting systens are
used, the provisions of this Section nmay be nodified as
required or authorized by Article 24 or Article 24A
whi chever is applicable.

Nothing in this Section shal | pr ohi bi t el ection
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authorities fromusing or reusing ballot card envel opes which
were printed before the effective date of this anmendatory Act
of 1985.
